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24 And he said, Verily | say unto you, No 
prophet is accepted in his own country. 
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THE PRESENTATION IN THE TEMPLE. 

25 But! tell you of a truth, many widows 
were in Israel in the days of Elias, when the 
heaven was shut up three years and six 
months, when great famine was throughout all 
the land ; 

260 But unto none of them was Elias sent, 
save unto Sarepta, a city of Sidon, unto a 
woman that was a widow. 

27 And many lepers were in Israel in the 


time of Eliseus the prophet; and none of 


them was cleansed, saving Naaman the Syrian. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, when they 
heard these things, were filled with wrath, 

29 And rose up, and thrust him out of the 
city, and led him unto the brow of the hill 
whereon their city was built, that they might 
cast him down headlong. 

30 But he passing through the midst of 
them went his way, 

31 And came down to Capernaum, a city of 
Galilee, and taught them on the sabbath days. 

32 And they were astonished at his doct- 
rine : for his word was with power. 

33 § And in the synagogue there was a 
man, which had a spirit of an unclean devil, 
and cried out with a loud voice, 

34 Saying, Let ws alone; what have we to 
do with thee, ¢bou Jesus of Nazareth ? art thou 
come to destroy us? I know thee who thou art; 
the Holy One of God. 

35 And Jesus rebuked him, saying, Hold thy 
peace, and come out of him. And when the 
devil had thrown him in the midst, he came 
out of him, and hurt him not.. 

36 And they were all amazed, and spake 
among themselves, saying, Whata word /s this! 
for with authority and power he commandeth 
the unclean spirits, and they come out. 

37 And the fame of him went out into every 
place of the country round about. 

38 § And he arose out of the synagogue, 
and entered into Simon’s house. And Simon’s 
wife's mother was taken with a great fever ; 
and they besought him for her. 

39 And he stood over her, and rebuked the 
fever; and it left her: and immediately she 
arose and ministered unto them. 

40 § Now when the sun was setting, all they 
that had any sick with divers diseases brought 
them unto him; and he laid his hands on 
every one of them, and healed them. 

41 And devils also came out of many, crying 
out, and saying, Thou art Christ the Son of 
God. And he rebuking them suffered them not 
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to speak : for they knew that he was Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he departed and 
went into a desert place: and the people sought 
him, and came unto him, and stayed him, 
that he should not depart from them. 


43 And he said unto them, | must preach 
the kingdom of God to other cities also : for 
therefore am I sent.

3 And he entered into one of the ships, 
which was Simon’s, and prayed him that he 
would thrust out a little from the land. And he 
sat down, and taught the people out of the ship. 

4.Now when he had left speaking, he said 
unto Simon, Launch out into the deep, and let 
down your nets for a draught.

3 And Jesus answering them said, Have ye 
not read so much as this, what David did, 
when himself was an hungred, and they which 
were with him ; 


4 How he went into the house of God, and 
did take and eat the shewbread, and gave also 
to them that were with him; which it is not 
lawful to eat but for the priests alone ? 

5 Andhe said unto them, That the Son of 
man is Lord also of the sabbath. 

6 And it came to pass also on another sab- 
bath, that he entered into the synagogue and 
taught : and there was a man whose right hand 
was withered. 

7 And the scribes and Pharisees watched him, 
whether he would heal on the sabbath day : 
that they might find an accusation against him. 
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36 Be ye therefore merciful, as your Father 
also is merciful. 

37 Judge not, and ye shall not be judged : 
condemn not, and ye shall not be con- 
demned : forgive, and ye shall be forgiven : 

38 Give, and it shall be given unto you ; 
good measure, pressed down, and shaken to- 
gether, and running over, shall men give into 
your bosom. For with the same measure that 
ye mete withal it shall be measured to you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto them, Can 
the blind lead the blind? shall they not both 
fall into the ditch ? 

40 The disciple is not above his master: but 
every one that is perfect shall be as his master. 

41 And why beholdest thou the mote that 
is in thy brother’s eye, but perceivest not the 
beam that is in thine own eye? 

42 Either how canst thou say to thy brother, 
Brother, let me pull out the mote that is in 
thine eye, when thou thyself beholdest not the 
beam that is in thine own eye? Thou hypo- 
crite, cast out first the beam out of thine own 
eye, and then shalt thou see clearly to pull 
out the mote that is in thy brother’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not forth corrupt 





fruit; neither doth a corrupt tree bring forth 
good fruit. 

44 For every tree is known by his own 
fruit. For of thorns men do not gather figs, 
nor of a bramble bush gather they grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good treasure of 
his heart bringeth forth that which is good ; 
and an evil man out of the evil treasure of 
his heart bringeth forth that which is evil : 
for of the abundance of the heart his mouth 
speaketh. 

46 § And why call ye me Lord, Lord, and 
do not the things which I say ? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and heareth 
my sayings, and doeth them, Twill shew you 
to whom he Is like : 

48 He is like a man which built an house, 
and digged deep, and laid the foundation on a 
rock : and when the flood arose, the stream 
beat vehemently upon that house, and could 
not shake it: for it was founded upon a rock. 

4g But he that heareth, and doeth not, is 
like a man that without a foundation built an 
house upon the earth ; against which the stream 
did beat vehemently, and immediately it fell; 
and the ruin of that house was great.

1 Christ findeth a greater faith in the centurion a Gentile, than in any of the Jews : 10 healeth his servant being absent : 11 ratseth 
from death the widow's son at Nain: 19 answereth John’s messengers with the declaration of his miracles : 24 testifieth to the 
‘people what opinion he held of John: 30 inveigheth against the Jews, who with neither the manners of John nor of Jesus could be 
won : 36 and sheweth by occasion of Mary Magdalene, how he is a friend to sinners, not to maintain them in sins, but to forgive 


them their sins, upon their faith and repentance. 


q.ow when he had ended all his say- 
ings inthe audience of the people, 
he entered into Capernaum. 
2 And a certain centurion’s 
A vi] servant, who was dear unto him, 
was sick, and ready to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jesus, he sent unto 
him the elders of the Jews, beseeching him 
that he would come and heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to Jesus, they 
besought him instantly, saying, That he was 
worthy for whom he should do this: 


5 For he loveth our nation, and he hath 
built us a synagogue. 

6 Then Jesus went with them. And when 
he was now not far from the house, the centu- 
rion sent friends to him, saying unto him, 
Lord, trouble not thyself : for | am not worthy 
that thou shouldest enter under my roof : é 

7 Wherefore neither thought I myself worthy 
to come unto thee : but say in a word, and my 
servant shall be healed. 

8 For 1 also am aman set under authority, 
having under me soldiers, and I say unto one, 
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Go, and he goeth; and to another, Come, and 
he cometh; and to my servant, Do this, and 
he doeth 7/. 

9 When Jesus heard these things, he mar- 
velled at him, and turned him about, and said 
unto the people that followed him, I say unto 
you, | have not found so great faith, no, not 
in Israel. 

10 And they that were sent, returning to the 
house, found the servant whole that had been 
sick. 

11 § And it came to pass the day after, that 
he went into a city called Nain; and many of 
his disciples went with him, and much people.

32 They are like unto children sitting in the 
marketplace, and calling one to another, and 
saying, We have piped wnto you, and ye have 
not danced; we have mourned to you, and ye 
have not wept. 

33 For John the Baptist came neither eating 
bread nor drinking wine; and ye say, He hath 
a devil. 
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34 The Son of man is come eating and 
drinking ; and ye say, Behold a gluttonous 
man, and a winebibber, a friend of publicans 
and sinners ! 

35 But wisdom is justified of all her children. 

36 § And one of the Pharisees desired him 
that he would eat with him. And he went into 
the Pharisee’s house, and sat down to meat. 

37 And, behold, a woman in the city, which 
was a sinner, when she knew that /esus sat at 
meat in the Pharisee’s house, brought an 
alabaster box of ointment,

3 And Joanna the wife: of Chuza.Herod’s 
steward, and Susanna, and many others, which 
ministered unto him of their substance. 

4 § And when much people were gathered 
together, and were come to him out of every 
city, he spake by a parable: 

5 A sower went out to sow his seed : and 
as he sowed, some fell by the way side; and 
it was trodden down, and the fowls of the air 
devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock; and as soon 
as it Was sprung up, it withered away, because 
it lacked moisture.

49 § While he yet spake, there cometh one 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s /ouse, saying 
to him, Thy daughter is dead ; trouble not the 
Master. . 

50 But when Jesus heard /f, he answered 
him, saying, Fear not: believe only, and she 
shall be made whole. 

51 And when he came into the house, he 
suffered no man to go~-in, save Peter, and 
James, and John, and the father and the mother 
of the maiden. 

52 And all wept, and bewailed her : but 
he said, Weep not; she is not dead, but 
sleepeth. 

53 And they laughed him to scorn, know- 
ing that she was dead. 

54 And he put them all out, and took her 
by the hand, and called, saying, Maid, arise. 

55 And her spirit came again, and she arose 
straightway : and he commanded to give her 
meat. 

560 And her parents were astonished : but he 
charged them that they should tell no man 
what was done. 
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1 Christ sendeth his apostles to work miracles, and to preach. 
18 enquireth what opinion the world had of him ‘ foretelleth his passion : 
transfiguration. 37 He healeth the lunatick : 
51 biddeth them to shew mildness towards all, without desire of revenge. 


JHEN he called his twelve disciples 
together and gave them power

to cure diseases. 

2 And he sent them 
to preach the kingdom of 
God, and to heal the sick. 

3 Andhesaid unto them, 
Take nothing for your 
journey, neither staves, 
nor scrip, neither bread, 
.neither money ; neither 
have two coats apiece. 

4 And whatsoever house 
ye enter into, there abide, 
and thence depart. 

5 And whosoever will 
not receive you, when ye 
go out of that city, shake 
off the very dust from your 
feet fora testimony against 
them. 

6 And they departed, 
and went through the 
towns, preaching the 
gospel, and healing every 
where. 

7 § Now Herod the 
tetrarch heard of all that 
was done by him: and he 
was perplexed, because 
that it was said of some, 
that John was risen from 
the dead : 

8 And of some, that 


Elias had appeared; and of others, that one 
of the old prophets was risen again. 
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7 Herod desired to see Christ. 17 Christ feedeth five thousand: 
23 proposeth to all the pattern of his patience. 28 The 
43 again forewarneth his disciples of his passion : 46 commendeth humility : 
57 Divers would follow him, but upon conditions. 


9g And Herod said, John have I beheaded : 
but who is this, of whom | hear such things ? 


And he desired to see him. 

10 § And the apostles, 
when they were returned, 
told him all that they had 
done. And he took them, 
and went aside privately 
into a desert place be- 
longing to the city called 
Bethsaida. 

Li eAtid “thes pec pies 
When they knew 7¢, fol- 
lowed him : and he re- 
ceived them, and spake 
unto them of the kingdom 
of God, and healed them 
that had need of healing. 

12 And when the day 
began to wear away, then 
came the twelve, and said 
unto him, Send the mul- 
titude away, that they may 
eo into the towns and 
country round about, and 
lodge, and get victuals : 
for we are here in a desert 
place. 

13 But he said unto 
them), *Give, yesthenneto 
eat. And they said, We 
have no more but five 
loaves and two fishes ; ex- 
cept we should go and buy 
meat for all this people. 

14 For they were about 
five thousand men. And 


he said to his disciples, Make them sit down 
by fifties in a company. 
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15 And they did so, and made them all sit 
down. 

16 Then he took the five loaves and the two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he blessed 
them, and brake, and gave to the disciples to 
set before the multitude.

22 Saying, the Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected of the elders and 
chief priests and scribes, and be slain, and be 
raised the third day. 


23 § And he said to them all, Ifany man will 
come after me, let him deny himself, and take 
up his cross daily, and follow me. 

24 For whosoever will save his life shall lose 
it : but whosoever will lose his life for my 
sake, the same shall save It. 

25 For what isa man advantaged, if he gain 
the whole world, and lose himself, or be cast 
away ? 

20 For whosoever shall be ashamed of me 
and of my words, of him shall the Son of man 
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be ashamed, when he shall come in his own 
glory, and /n bis Father’s, and of the holy 
angels. 

27 But! tell you of a truth, there be some 
standing here, which shall not taste of death, 
till they see the kingdom of God. 

28 § And it came to pass about an eight 
days after these sayings, he took Peter and 
John and James, and went up into a mountain 
to pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion of his 
countenance was altered, and his raiment was 
white and glistering. 

30 And, behold, there talked with him two 
men, which were Moses and Elias : 

31 Who appeared in glory, and spake of 
his decease which he should accomplish at 
Jerusalem. 

32 But Peter and they that were with him 
were heavy with sleep : and when they were 
awake, the saw his glory, and the two men 
that stood with him. 

33 And it came to pass, as they departed 
from him, Peter said unto Jesus, Master, it is 
good -for us to be here: and let us make 
three tabernacles ; one for thee, and one for 
Moses, and one for Elias.: not knowing what 
he said. 

34 While he thus spake, there came a cloud, 
and overshadowed them : and they feared as 
they entered into the cloud.

41 And Jesus answering said, O faithless 
and perverse generation, how long shall I be 
with you, and suffer you ?

Father : and no man knoweth who the Son 
is, but the Father; and who the Father is, but 
the Son, and se to whom the Son will reveal dim. 

23 § And he turned him unto d/s disciples, 
and said privately, Blessed are the eyes which 
see the things that ye see : 

24 For | tell you, that many prophets and 
kings have desired to see those things which ye 
see, and have not seen ¢bem ; and to hear those 
things which ye hear, and have not heard them.

11 Ifa son shall ask bread of any of you 
that is a father, will he give him a stone? or 
if be ask a fish, will he for a fish give him a 
Serpent ? 

12 Or if be shall ask an egg, will he offer 
him a scorpion e 

13 If ye then, being evil, know how to give 
good gifts unto your children : how much 
more shall your heavenly Father give the Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him 

14 § And he was casting out a devil, and 
it was dumb. And it came to pass, when 
the devil was gone out, the dumb spake ; and 
the people wondered. 

15 But some of them said, He casteth out 
devils through Beelzebub the chief of the devils. 

10 And others, tempting b/m, sought of him 
a sign from heaven. 

17 But he, knowing their thoughts, said 
unto them, Every kingdom divided against 





itself is brought to desolation; and a house 
divided against a house falleth. 

18 If Satan also be divided against himself, 
how shall his kingdom stand ? because ye 
say that I cast out devils through Beelzebub. 

19 And if I by Beelzebub cast out devils, 
by whom do your sons cast /bem out? therefore 
shall they be your judges.

24 When the unclean spirit is gone out of 
a man, he walketh through dry places, seek- 
ing rest; and finding none, he saith, | will 
return unto my house whence | came out. 

25 And when he cometh, he findeth 7/ swept 
and. garnished. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh fo dim seven 
other spirits more wicked than himself; and 
they enter in, and dwell there : and the last 
state of that man is worse than the first. 

27 § And it came to pass, as he spake 
these things, a certain woman of the com- 
pany lifted up her voice, and said unto him, 
Blessed 7s the womb that bare thee, and the 
paps which thou hast sucked. 

28 But he said, Yea, rather, blessed are they 
that hear the word of God, and keep it. 

29 § And when the people were gathered 
thick together, he began to say, This is an evil 
generation : they seek a sign; and there shall 
no sign be given it, but the sign of Jonas the 
prophet. 

30 For as Jonas was a sign unto the Niney- 
ites, so shall also the Son of man be to this 
generation. 
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31 The queen of the south shall rise up 
in the judgment with the men of this gene- 
ration, and condemn them : for she came from 
the utmost parts of the earth to hear the 
wisdom of Solomon; and, behold, a greater 
than Solomon /s here. 

32 The men of Nineve shall rise up in the 
judgment with this generation, and shall con- 
demn it: for they repented at the preaching of 
Jonas; and, behold, a greater than Jonas /s 
here: 

33 No man, when he hath lighted a candle, 
putteth 7/¢ in a secret place, neither under a 
bushel, but on a candlestick, that they which 
come in may see the light. ; 

34. The light of the body is the eye: there- 
fore when thine eye is single, thy whole body 
also 1s full of light; but when /bine eye is evil, 
thy body also 7s full of darkness. 

35 Take heed therefore that the light which 
is in thee be not darkness. 

30 If thy whole body therefore be full of 
light, having no part dark, the whole shall be 
full of light, as when the bright shining of a 
candle doth give thee light. 

37°§| And as he spake,. a certain Pharisee 
besought him to dine with him : and he went 
in, and sat down to meat.

47 Woe unto you! for ye build the sepul- 
chres of the prophets, and your fathers killed 
them. 

48 Truly ye bear witness that ye allow the 
deeds of your fathers : for they indeed killed 
them, and ye build their sepulchres.

50 That the blood of all the prophets, which 
was shed from the foundation of the world, 
may be required of this generation ; 

51 From the blood of Abel unto the blood 
of Zacharias, which perished between the 
altar and the temple : verily I say unto you, It 
shall be required of this generation. 

52 Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye have 
taken away the key of knowledge : ye entered 
not in yourselves, and them that were entering 
in ye hindered. 

53 And as he said these things unto them, 
the scribes and the Pharisees began to urge 
him vehemently, and to provoke him to speak 
of many things : 

54 Laying wait for him, and seeking to 
catch something out of his mouth, that they 
might accuse him. 
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t Christ preacheth to his disciples to avoid hypocrisy, and fearfulness in publishing his doctrine : 13 warneth the people to beware 
of covetousness, by the parable of the rich man who set up greater barns. 22 We must not be over careful of earthly things, 
31 but seek the kingdom of God,’ 33 give alms, 36 be ready at a knock to open to our Lord whensoever he cometh. 41 Christ's 
ministers are to see to their charge, 49 and look for persecution. 54 The people must take this time of grace, 58 because it

27 Consider the lilies how they grow : they 
toil not, they spin not; and yet I say unto you, 
that Solomon in all his glory was not arrayed 
like one of these. 

28 If then God so clothe the grass, which 
is to day in the field, and to morrow is cast 
into the oven; how much more w/// be clothe 
you, O ye of little faith ° 

29 And seek not ye what ye shall eat, or what 
ye shall drink, neither be ye of doubtful mind. 

30 For all these things do the nations of the 
world seek after : and your Father knoweth 
that ye have need of these things. 

31 § But rather seek ye the kingdom of God; 
and all these things shall be added unto you. 

32 Fear not, little flock; for it is your 


Father's good pleasure to give you the kingdom. 
33 Sell that ye have, and give alms; provide 
yourselves bags which wax not old, a treasure 
in the heavens that. faileth not, where no 
thief approacheth, neither moth corrupteth. 

34 For where your treasure is, there will 
your heart be also.

43 Blessed 7s that servant, whom his lord 
when he cometh shall find so doing. 

44 Of a truth I say unto you, that he will 
make him ruler over all that he hath. 

45 But and if that servant say in his heart, 
My lord delayeth his coming; and shall begin 
to beat the menservants and maidens, and to 
eat and drink, and to be drunken ;

5 So he called every one of his lord’s debtors 
unto bim, and said unto the first, How much 
owest thou unto my lord ? 

6 And he said, An hundred measures of oil. 





And he said unto him, Take thy bill, and sit 
down quickly, and write fifty. 

7 Then said he to another, And how much 
owest thou? And he said, An hundred mea- 
sures of wheat, Andhe said unto him, Take 
thy bill, and write fourscore. . 

8 And the lord commended the unjust 
steward, because he had done wisely : for the 
children of this world are in their generation 
wiser than. the children of light. 

g And I say unto you, Make to yourselves 
friends of the mammon of unrighteousness ; 
that, when ye fail, they may receive you into 
everlasting habitations. 

10 He that is faithful in that which is least 
is faithful also in much: and he that 1s unjust 
in the least is unjust also in much. 

11 If therefore ye have not been faithful in 
the unrighteous mammon, who will commit to 
your trust the true riches ¢ 
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12 And if ye have not been faithful in that 
which is another man’s, who shall give you 
that which is your own ? 

13 § No servant can serve two masters : for 
either he will hate the one, and love the other; 
or else he will hold to the one, and despise 
the other. Ye cannot serve God and mammon. 

14 And thePharisees also, who were covetous, 
heard all these things : and they derided him. 

15 And hesaid unto them, Ye are they which 
justify yourselves before men; but God knoweth 
your hearts: for that which is highly esteemed 
among men is abomination in the sight of God. 

16 The law and the prophets were until 
John: since that time the kingdom of God 
is preached, and every man presseth into it. 

17 And it is easier for heaven and earth to 
pass, than one tittle of the law to fail. 

18 Whosoever putteth away his wife, and 
marrieth another, committeth adultery : and 
whoseover marrieth her that is put away from 
ber husband committeth adultery. 

19 § There was a certain rich man, which 
was clothed in purple and fine linen, and fared 
sumptuously every day : 

20 And there was a certain beggar named 
Lazarus, which was laid at his gate, full of sores, 

21 And desiring to be fed with the crumbs 
which fell from the rich man’s table : moreover 
the dogs came and licked his sores.

4 Foran angel went down at a certain season 
into the pool, and troubled the water : whoso- 
ever then first after the troubling of the water 
stepped in was made whole of whatsoever 
disease he had. 

5 And a certain man was there, which had 
an infirmity thirty and eight years. 

6 When Jesus saw him lie, and knew that 
he had been now a long time in that case, he 


saith unto him, Wilt thou be made whole? 

7 The impotent man answered him, Sir, | 
have no man, when the water is troubled, to 
put me into the pool : but while I am coming.

29 AS soon as.she heard fhat, she arose 
quickly, and came unto him. 

30 Now Jesus was not yet come into the 
town, but was in that place where Martha met 
him. 

31 The Jews then which were with her in 
the house, and comforted her, when they saw 
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Mary, that she rose up hastily and went out, 
followed her, saying, She goeth unto the grave 
to weep there. 

32 Then when Mary was come where Jesus 
was, and saw him, she fell down at his feet, 
saying unto him, Lord, if thou hadst been here, 
ny brother had not died. 

33 When Jesus therefore saw her weeping, 
and the Jews also weeping which came with 
her, he groaned in the spirit, and was troubled, 
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34 And said, Where have ye laid him? 
They said unto him, Lord, come and see.

30 Then said the Jews, Behold how he loved 
him ! 

37 And some of them said, Could not this 
man, which opened the eyes of the blind, 
have caused that even this man should not have 
died ? 


38 Jesus therefore again groaning in himself

23 § Then the soldiers, when they had 
crucified Jesus, took his garments, and made 
four parts, to every soldier a part; and also bis 
coat : now the coat was without seam, woven 
from the top throughout. 

24 They said therefore among themselves, 
Let us not rend it, but cast lots for it, whose it 
shall be : that the scripture might be fulfilled, 
which saith, They parted my raiment among 
them, and for my vesture they did cast lots. 
These things therefore the soldiers did. 

25 § Now there stood by the cross of Jesus 
his mother, and his mother’s sister, Mary the 
wife of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. 

20 When Jesus therefore saw his mother, 
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and the disciple standing by, whom he loved, 
he saith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy 
son | 

27 Then saith he to the disciple, Behold thy 
mother! And from that hour that disciple took 
her unto his own home. 

28 § After this, Jesus knowing that all things 
were now accomplished, that the scripture 


might be fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 


29 Now there was set a vessel full of 


vinegar : and they filled a spunge with vinegar, 
and put /f upon hyssop, and put /fto his mouth. 

30 When Jesus therefore had received the 
vinegar, he said, It is finished : and he bowed 
his head, and gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it was ‘the 
preparation, that the bodies should not remain 
upon the cross on the sabbath day, (for that 
sabbath day was an high day,) besought Pilate 
that their legs might be broken, and that they 
might be taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and brake the 
legs of the first, and of the other which was 
crucified with him. 

33 But when they came to Jesus, and saw 
that he was dead already, they brake not his 
legse 

34 But one of the soldiers with a spear pierc- 





ed his side, and forthwith came there out blood 
and water. 

35 And he that saw /t bare record, and his 
record is true: and he knoweth that he saith 
true, that ye might believe. 

36 For these things were done that the scrip- 
ture should be fulfilled, A bone of him shall 
not be broken. 

37 And again another scripture saith, They 
shall look on him whom they pierced. 

38 § And after this Joseplr of Arimathea, 
being a disciple of Jesus, but secretly for fear 
of the Jews, besought Pilate that he might take 
away the body ofJesus: and Pilate gave bim leave. 
He came therefore, and took the body of Jesus. 

39 And there came also Nicodemus, which 
at the first came to Jesus by night, and brought 
a mixture of myrrh and aloes, about an hundred 
pound we/ght. 

40 Then took they the body of Jesus, and 
wound it in Imhen clothes with the spices, as 
the manner of the Jews is to bury. 

41 Now in the place where he was crucified 
there was a garden; and in the garden a new 
sepulchre, wherein was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they Jesus therefore because of 
the Jews’ preparation dap ; for the sepulchre 
was nigh at hand.
